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IN THE UNITED STATES 

Business Activity for the 4-week period ending July 
21 was down 10 per cent from the previous 4 weeks and 
was 5 per cent below the corresponding period in 1955, 
but for the first half of the year was 2 per cent above 
last year according to the New York Times index. 

Freight Car Loadings for the same 4-week period 
were down 19 per cent from the previous 4 weeks and 
14 per cent from June, 1955, but for the first half of 
the year were 3 per cent above last year. 

Bank Debits outside New York City were down frac- 
tionally in June from May but were 5 per cent above 
May 1955, and for the first half of the year were up 
9 per cent. 

Industrial Production as measured by the Federal 
Reserve Board index was substantially unchanged in 
June from May but was 1 per cent above June 1955, and 
for the first half of the year was 4 per cent above 
last year. 

Steel Production was down 4 per cent in June from 
May but was 11 per cent above June 1955, and for the 
first half of the year was 17 per cent above last year. 
The steel industry operated at 93 per cent of theoretical 
capacity in June. 

Construction Activity as measured by the value of 


contracts awarded was down 11 per cent in June from

The Trend of Business 


IN OHIO 

Bank Debits in 16 Ohio cities were down fractionally 
in June from May but were 4 per cent above June 1955, 
and for the first half of the year were 13 per cent above 
last year. 

Agricultural Income was down 2 per cent in June 
from May but was 7 per cent above June 1955 and for 
the first half of the year was 1 per cent above last year. 

Bituminous Coal Production was up 6 per cent in 
June from May, 21 per cent from June 1955, and 14 per 
cent for the first half of the year. 

Construction Activity as measured by the value of 
contracts awarded was down 2 per cent in June from 
May but was 5 per cent above June 1955, and for the first 
half of the year was 21 per cent above last year. 

Total Retail Sales were up 2 per cent in June from 
May and from June 1955 and for the first half of the 
year were 1 per cent above last year. 

Department Store Sales were down 1 per cent in June 
from May but were 10 per cent above June 1955, and for 
the first half of the year were 6 per cent above last 
year. 

New Passenger Car Registrations in 50 Counties dropped 
6 per cent in June from May, 16 per cent from June 
1955, and for the first half of the year were 7 per cent 
below last year. 


MANUFACTURING TRENDS IN OHIO AND 
OHIO COUNTIES, 1947 TO 1954 


The value added by manufacturing processes to items 
produced in Ohio during 1954 totalled over $10 billion 
according to preliminary results from the 1954 Census 
of Manufactures, conducted by the United States Depart- 
ment of Commerce. The Ohio increase in value added in 
1954 over 1947, when the last Census of Manufactures 
was taken, was 60 per cent, a greater per cent increase 
than the United States increase, 56 per cent (also based 
on preliminary reports.) The amount of value contributed 
by Ohio industries was approximately 8.7 per cent of 
the United States total in 1954 and 8.5 per cent of the 
United States total in 1947. 

Leading Fifteen Ohio Counties 

Dollar value added by manufacture in the top 15 counties 
in 1954 is charted for both 1954 and 1947, along with the 
per cent increases over the seven year period. 

The 8 most heavily populated counties in Ohio were 
the leading counties in manufacturing, but in somewhat 
different order. The positions of 2 counties in 1954 were 
reversed from their positions in the 1950 Census of Popu- 
lation. Montgomery County, third in manufacturing, 
ranked fifth in population, and Franklin County, fifth in 
manufacturing, ranked third in population. Franklin 
County moved up two positions in 1954 from its rank 
of seventh in 1947. 

These 8 counties were responsible for 67.3 per cent of 
the total value added in Ohio in 1954, a slight per cent

ment and pay rolls were up 2 per cent and 7 per 
cent from the first half of 1955. Employment in- 
creased 18 per cent in construction and 4 per cent 
in manufacturing during 1956 from last year. 

Retail sales increased 1 per cent from last year 
in both June and the year-to-date. 

Total 1956 bank debits were 13 per cent higher 
than in the first half of 1955. 

Industrial power consumption was down in June 
from both May 1956 and June 1955, but increased 
7 per cent in the first 6 months of 1956 over 1955. 


CANTON 


All current employment and pay rolls were higher 
than in the 3 earlier periods. In manufacturing 
and trade and public utilities, increases over the 
previous year were not as great in June as during 
earlier months of 1956, but construction employ- 
ment and pay rolls stood at the highest levels 
since 1958. In the first half of 1956, total em- 
ployment and pay rolls were 7 per cent and 15 
per cent above the same period in 19565. 

Retail sales during the first 6 months of 1956 
were 6 per ceat above 1955. 

June bank debits were 2 per cent below May but 
5 per cent above June 1955. Total 1956 debits 
were 13 per cent higher than in 1955. 


CINCINNATI 


June total employment was slightly below both 
May 1956 and June 1955, but total pay rolls in 
June were 1 per cent above May and 6 per cent 
above June 1955. Total 1956 employment and pay 
rolls were 1 per cent and 7 per cent above 19565. 
Greatest gains were in construction, 16 per cent 
in employment and 30 per cent in pay rolls. 

June retail sales were 8 per cent higher than 
sales in the same month of last year. 

Bank debits increased 1 per cent in June from 
both May 1956 and June 1955. Total 1956 debits 
were 12 per cent higher than in 1955. 


CLEVELAND 

With the end of a building trades dispute, June 
construction employment increased 93 per cent from 
May and 32 per cent from June 1955. Manufacturing 
employment in June was 2 per cent below May 1956 
and 3 per cent below June 1955. In the first half 
of 1956, all employment and pay rolls were above 
1955; construction showed the greatest gains, 18 
per cent in employment and 23 per cent in pay rolls. 

June retail sales were up 4 per cent from May, 
but total 1956 sales were 6 per cent below 1955. 

In the first 6 months, 1956 bank debits were up 
16 per cent from the 1955 level.

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COLUMBUS 

June total employment was slightly below May 
1956, but 1 per cent above June 1955. Manufactur- 
ing employment was down from both earlier periods, 
but employment in trade and public utilities and 
construction was higher. In pay rolls, construction 
increased 14 per cent from May. Current pay rolls 
were 6 per cent above June 1955, with the largest 
increase in trade and public utilities. Total 1956 
employment and pay rolls were 3 per cent and 6 
per cent above 1955 levels. 

Retail sales in June were up 1 per cent fom May 
1956 and 8 per cent from June 1955. In the first 
half of 1956, sales were 2 per cent above 1955. 

Bank debits were down 13 per cent in June from 
May, but were 1 per cent above the June 1955 level. 


DAYTON 

June total employment was 1 per cent below 
May while total pay rolls were 4 per cent higher. 
Greatest increases over earlier periods were in 
construction employment and pay rolls. In the 
first 6 months of 1956, construction employment 
and pay rolls were up 43 per cent and 51 per cent 
from 1955. Total 1956 employment and pay rolls 
were up 5 per cent and 8 per cent from last year. 

Bank debits during June were 2 per cent below 
May but were up 4 per cent from June 1955. Total 
1956 debits were 13 per cent higher than in 1955. 

June industrial power consumption was less than 
in May 1956 or June 1955, although total 1956 
consumption was up 3 per cent over last year. 


TOLEDO 

Manufacturing decreases, due partly to cutbacks 
in automobile production, caused total employment 
to drop 2 per cent from May 1956 and 8 per cent 
from June 1955. Total pay rolls decreased 3 per 
cent and 5 per cent from the 2 earlier periods. 
June construction employment and pay rolls were 
up from both previous months. In the first half of 
1956, employment was down 5 per cent in manufac- 
turing and 1 per cent in construction from 1955. 

Retail sales in June were down 2 per cent from 
both May 1956 and June 1955. Sales in the first 
6 months of the year were 1 per cent below 1955. 

June bank debits increased 4 per cent from both 
May of this year and June a year ago. 


YOUNGSTOWN 
Total employment and pay rolls increased 2 per 
cent and 9 per cent from May to June. From June 
1955, current employment and pay rolls were up 2 
per cent and 13 per cent. In construction, em- 
ployment was 14 per cent below last June, but pay 
rolls were up 6 per cent. Total 1956 employment 
and pay rolls were up 6 per cent and 20 per cent. 
Retail sales in June were down 6 per cent from 
May and 1 per cent from June 1955. Sales in the 
first 6 months were up 3 per cent over last year. 
Bank debits increased 4 per cent from May and 
8 per cent from June a year ago. Debits in the 
first half of 1956 were up 17 per cent from 1955. 
Consumption of industrial power in June was 10 
per cent below May but 2 per cent above June 1955.

decline from the 68.6 per cent of total contributed by 
these counties in 1947. 

Value added by manufacture in Cuyahoga County alone 
passed the $2 billion mark in 1954, increasing 54.8 per 
cent over the slightly less than $1.5 billion added in 1947. 
As a per cent of the total value added in Ohio, this repre- 
sented a fractional decrease from the 23.4 per cent added 
in 1947. 

With the exception of Richland County and Jefferson 
County, the other 7 counties of the top 15 counties in 
1954 were adjacent to one of the 8 largest counties. 

Increases from 1947 to 1954 in value added by manu- 
facture among the leading 15 counties ranged from 17.7 
per cent in Clark County to 118.5 per cent in Butler 
County. Per cent increases above the state increase 
occurred in 7 counties—Hamilton, Franklin, Stark, Butler, 
Lorain, Lake, and Jefferson. Per cent increases in 1954 
from 1947 were lower than the state-wide increase in the 
other 8 counties—Cuyahoga, Montgomery, Summit, Lucas, 
Mahoning, Trumbull, Richland, and Clark. 

Only 3 of these 15 counties ranked in the top 25 counties 
as measured by per cent increase from 1947 to 1954. 
Butler County had the twentieth largest per cent gain, 
Lorain County had the twenty-second largest per cent 
gain, and Franklin County had the twenty-fourth largest 
per cent gain. 

The fourteenth and fifteenth ranking counties in 1954, 
Lake and Jefferson, replaced Allen and Columbiana, which 
ranked fourteenth and fifteenth in 1947. The top 15 
counties in 1954 accounted for 81.0 per cent of the value 


added by manufacture in the state. This was a slight 
decrease from the 81.7 per cent which was contributed 
by the top 15 counties in 1947. 

All Ohio Counties 

Comparing each county per cent change from 1947 to 
1954 with the state-wide increase, 59.7 per cent, revealed 
that 49 counties had larger per cent increases than the 
state figure. 

Of the 88 Ohio counties, 84 counties had increases from 
1947 to 1954 in value added by manufacture, 2 counties 
had decreases, and 2 counties did not have data available. 
Increases ranged from 5.4 per cent in Vinton County to 
897.1 per cent in Putnam County. The two decreases were 
0.3 per cent in Madison County and 47.7 per cent in Warren 
County. Counties for which data were unavailable are 
Monroe and Morrow. 

All 8 counties having increases over 200 per cent were 
below the county median value added by manufacture in 
1954. Two of the counties, Morgan (+765.0) and Noble 
(+842.0), are adjoining counties, but the other 6 counties, 
Putnam (+897.1), Pike (+625.7), Pickaway (+369.9), 
Logan (244.2), Darke (+226.7), and Holmes (+218.7), 
are scattered in various parts of the state. 

Six counties showed gains between 150 per cent and 200 
per cent in manufacturing value added. In all 6 counties— 
Henry, Athens, Greene, Brown, Hardin, and Clinton—value 
added fell below the county median value added in 1954. 
Half of the other 12 counties with per cent increases over 
100, but under 150, were above the county median value 
added by manufacture.
